ing improvement, the park board 
was first confronted with the ne- 
cessity of obtaining

This permitted the park 


board to dredge the north chan- 
nel, using sand and gravel to 
build a causeway along the north 
Bhore between the two bridges. 


Tons of stone, secured by the

will form a wall behind which a 
back fill will be made to conform 
to the street level.

New Wheat Croo 


Periled by Insect 


Washington, Sept. 29— (AP) — 


The Agriculture department re- 
ported today a sharp increase of 
wheat jointworm in the soft win- 
ter wheat belt is endangering next 
year's wheat crop. 


This insect ranks next to the 


Hession fly as a xvheat crop pest. 


Areas most heavily infested this 


year are said to be southern Illi- 
nois, central and southern Indiana, 
southwestern Ohio, Kentucky and 
several localities in Missouri. Less 
severe infestations occurred else- 
where from Missouri to the At- 
lantic coast. 


The department urged farmers' 


'action to control the insect to pre- 
vent severe crop damages next 
year. This is the season of plant- 
ing soft winter wheat. 


The department advised the fol- 


lowing steps: 


Plowing under 1948 wheat stub- 


ble and stra\9 this fall or next 
spring to prevent emergence of the 
insect; 


Sowing wheat as far as practica- 


ble from any unplpowed stubble of 
this year's wheat crop;; 


Planning for a 
rapid-growing 


and vigorous crop to withstand in- 
sect attack, by preparing a good 
seed bed, using plenty of fertilizer 
and planting good seed;
